PRECINCT ERADICATES PROHIBITED BOOKS

Commit the Crime of Publishing Prohibited Books" | 


| Text] Massive and Audacious Appearance 


In recent months, there appeared in our city a series of prohibited publications 
(illegally produced) being distributed in a maseive and audacious manner almost 
everywhere: from the sidewalks of Le Loi Street to the gates of schools, from 
the stalls in Ba Chieu and Phu Nhuan Markets to the newspapers -distributing 
stalls in Go Vap, Binh Thanh, etc. They were mostly pocket-size pictorial 
stories, very sloppily printed on poor-grade paper and carelessly folded and 
bound. Next to them were music sheets of the same size and equally sloppy, 

in both form and content. 


Just their outward appearance was enough to tell what kind of books they should 
be classified with! 


Those books had no covers and did not show the names of authors and publishers, 
their origin (printing plant, number of copies printed, locality where printing 
was done, year of publication, etc.) and even prices. 


Almost all the titles of these books were old, strange and mysterious, very ex- 
citing and attractive for children, who are curious and like to discover things. 
Let us read a few titles: '' Thien Ha De Nhat Kiem" (Number-One Swordsman in 
the World), ‘Nguoi Chet Tro Ve'' (The Dead Man Returns), ‘Cay Dao Quai Di" 
(The Strange Peach Tree), '' Tieng Sao Me Hon" (The Enchanting Flute), ‘' Hai 
Giot Mau Than Linh'' (Two Sacred Drops of Blood), etc. 


The music sheets, old and new, did not show any better titles than the above- 
mentioned books. Just a few of them: "'Chuyen Tinh Lan va Diep" (Lan and Diep 











Love Story), ''Cau Chuyen Mua Dau Chin" (Strawberry Harvest Season Story), 
''Hoa Trinh Nu" (The Mimosa Flower), ''Mau Tim Hoa Sim'' (The Purple of 
Myrtle Flowers), ''Ket Thuc Mot Cuoc Tinh" (The End of a Love Story), and so 
on, and so forth, 


The people who did business in this kind of '' black booke'' seemed very familiar 
with exploiting the curiosity of children to secretly disseminate the poisons they 
were throwing about. Many children saved money by not buying snacke to buy 
the prohibited books, which they would take turns reading. Others read them 
in a furtive manner while their teaciers were lecturing. At home, these "' evil'’ 
books made still others neglect their home work and learning lessons and fail 
to do things to help their families. 


In SAIGON GIAI PHONG, at meetings between families and schools and during 
activities in the precincts and subwards, many sensitive parents spoke their 
mind about this ill and sounded the first alarm. Many angry opinions demanded 
total uprooting of thie ill and punishment to be imposed on those " cultural mer- 
chants'' who have attempted to stain and poison the young minds. 


The anger and deep concern of the masses were urging the persons responsible 
to act. 


From Sudden Administrative Checks... 


On the basis of the news provided by good citizens from everywhere, the cadres 
and combatants of a section of the Municipal Public Security Service, in coordi- 
nation with the specialized cadres of the cultural and information sector, con- 
ducted the first administrative checks. It was simply a checking to see if the 
books and magazines stalls and counters have been registered or not. 


In some places, the control unit caught red-handed the wholesale and retai! of 
these ‘black books"! They were sold at | dong retail and from 60 to 80 xu [1 xu 
equals 0.01 dong] wholesale a copy. At some places, the charge for borrowing 
for on-the-spot reading was 20 xu a copy. Some stalls were even more daring 
as they openly displayed liste of book titles and prices under a line of very mis- 
leading advertisement: '' Three Interests'' Publishing Library! 


In the case of a number of stalls distributing Posts and Telegraph publications 
and counters selling books owned by private individuals, police reports were 
made and such bad books were confiscated. 


Some of those stalls were Tien Van No 127, 22 Soviet-Nghe Tinh Street, Binh 
Thanh District; the stall located at 84 Dien Bien Phu Street, Subward 16 (near 
Hang Xanh intersection); news stall No 7 near Saigon Hospital close to Ben Thanh 











Market; the newe stall at the Duy Tan-Nguyen Dinh Chieu intersection; the news 
stall of Mre Nguyen Thi Ba, Go Vap District, etc, Very many mobile book 
stalle located on the sidewalke of Le Loi Street and in Tan Dinh, Phu Nhuan and 
Tan Binh Markete openly displayed the above-mentioned books, up to 30-40 
titles each, with total quantities being hundreds of copies, even thousands. 


The owners of those stalle revealed the names of the ''dealers'' who supplied 
them with the books, normally at the price of 45-50 xua copy. The control ca- 
dres met one of those suppliers -- Nghia residing at Van Don Quay. From him 
many incredible stories about the production of such '' black books'' emerged! 


We found out a number of places where those books were printed and bound and 
the names of some of the organizations that illegally published those books. 
They were the main printing facility uf Collective Printing Enterprise No & at 
619 Nguyen Trai Street, in Subward 14 of the 5th Precinct; Tu Hung Printing 
Shop (a private printing facility that has long ceased to register for business) at 
71 Van Don Quay; the plate-making shop of Banh Quang at 160/20 Cong Quynh 
Street (a private facility that hase not registered for business after ite license 
expired a few years ago and hae declared being out of business), etc. 


.»» To Dangerous Pockets of Microbes 


At the main printing facility of Collective Printing Enterprise No 8, workers 
said it had printed some of those books "for the unexpected need'' of Vinh Su and 
Nghia, which ordinarily were printed at Tu Hung Printing Shop at Van Don Quay. 


As we went to that printing place, we found it was a closed facility hiding illegal 
activities inside. As the control cadres stepped in, they met a man who was 
preparing a plate for printing. He was the father of Nghia, the man who supplied 
books to the stalls. He identified himself as Nguyen Van Toi and admitted he 
accepted orders for edging this kind of books to earn a living and to get scrap 


paper. 


At that same time, Vinh Su showed up. Seeing an alert signal by Toi, he tried 
to speed off on his motorcycle. But the cadres held him back in time. He iden- 
tified himself as Bui Vinh and said he was a musician coming here to order the 
printing of some music sheets. But the house owner confirmed he was Vinh Su. 
He also had a booklet in which many suspicious numbers were written. After 
lengthy questioning, he admitted he had organized the printing and publishing of 
those pictorial stories of evil contents. He ordered the printing there and also 
ata facility located at 619 Nguyen Trai Street, as we mentioned earlier. The 
value of such orders amounted to about 30,000 dong. He also admitted that he 
had placed orders with a person named Luu Nam for the making of printing 
plates for the pictorial books and music sheets and with the printing shop of 

















Banh Quang, a lady who hase long ceased to register her business, for casting 
molde, 


Vinh Su aleo pointed out that all of the drawings and stories in the pictorial 
books were the work of Hoang Quoc Huy. 


Ase Vinh Su brought the control cadres to his home, the dangerous pocket of mi- 
crobed showed ite true hideous face. More than 150 kinds of books of all for- 
mate bore all sorts of titles about adventures, detectives, cheap epic exploits, 
cowboys, hoodlums, ghosts, blood and tears, love, romance, reactionaries 
and decadence. More than 20,000 books confiscated here, added to more than 
33,000 books confiscated in Nghia's home, raised the number of books seized 
by control cadres to 53,000, out of a total of over 3 million copies that Vinh Su 
and hie gang had printed and distributed. We would need another opportunity to 
compile etatistice about and to evaluate those books to see how seriously they 
have affected our children and teenagers. 


At the place of business of Luu Nam, which had been registered as his former 
business location and now served as the location of his doing business with 
Banh Quang's daughter-in-law, the control group confiscated a large quantity of 
chemicals used in the casting of molds, many sheets of golden paint ready to be 
projected onto the printing plates and hundreds of large-size printing plates 
(some of them showed the labels of curry powder, candies, cookies, etc. fora 
number of private enterprises). 


Those printing plates and golden paint sheets further revealed the cultural 
crimes of those unconscientious dealers. 


It must be said that they were making germ weapons -- such pictorial stories as 
''Nguoi Gau Bay Nam" (A Man Dieguised As A Bear for 7 Years), ''Hon Ma 
Trinh Nu" (The Ghost of the Virgin Girl), "Ac Quy Dra-cu-la" (Dracula), ''Cong 
Chua Toc Nau" (The Brown-haired Princess), ''Ma Meo'' (The Cat Ghost), "' Lien 
Hoan Cuoc’' (The Unbroken Kick), ‘Nguoi Da" (The Stone Man), ''Con Chuot 
Long Vang'' (The Mouse With Golden Hair), "Ba Dieu Cua Quy" (Three Things of 
the Demon), ‘Quai Vat Hai Sung" (The Two-horned Beast), Hon Ma Bao Oan'"' 
(The Ghost Returns To Seek Revenge), ''Doan Cuoi Tinh Yeu" (The End of Love), 
''Mat Xanh Con Gai" (The Blue Eyes of A Girl), etc. 





The acts of this gang of crooks must be stopped. 
Statement of An Author 


Who was the author" of that series of pictorial stories? None of them credited 
by name the persons who had given birth to them! Under lengthy questioning, 
Vinh Su, the undeclared "director" of one of those "illegal publishers, '' supplied 














more information about a ''cultural chief, ''a false author but actually the pro- 
ducer of hundreds of pictorial books, He was Hoang Quoc Huy, formerly of 
the National School of Music, a close business partner of Vinh Su. 


How did Hoang Quoc Huy ''create''? All he did was going through the piles of 
publications and magazines published during the puppet regime , such as the 
Lucky Luke series; such magazines ase THIEU NHI, THANG BOM, TUOI HOA 
and TUOI NGOC; hundreds of epic exploit, martial arts, detective and love 
novels and stories about conquest of the American Far West, etc., '' copying 
exactly as the original volumes" or abridging and condensing to suit the booklet 
format of 16 pages each and small size (10 x 15 or 15 x 17 centimeters). 


In many cases, he photocopied the illustrations and wrote the words himself to 
make them sound more attractive. He said that when he compiled stories about 
ancient or classical Chinese examples, he "just copied all of the drawings and 
invented the stories and conversations to make them sound logica’. That ex- 
plained why in the case of many old stories that many people had known well, 
the drawings were found to be all wrong as compared with the accompanying 
words of the characters. The reason was that Hoang Quoc Huy could not trans - 
late the Chinese words in the original volumes! 


All of the people mentioned above have committed the crime of illegally publish - 
ing books, as they did not have the permission of any authoritative organs. 
Their crime is more serious because they have published and distributed reac- 
tionary and decadent books, which completely go against the basic spirit of the 
new society. That does not include other wrongdoings: illegally making money; 
making illegal deals; causing damage to private and collective printing installa - 
tions; aiding the bad elements in disrupting the people's wholesome cultural and 
spiritual life, thus intentionally or unintentionally serving the dark schemes of 
the enemy; spoiling the young people, doing propaganda for the old way of living 
and thinkine 4 the old sentiments and resisting the building of the new man and 
the new soci«\ist way of living. 


Behind the statements of the gang of Vinh Su, Luu Nam and Hoang Quoc Huy, 
what do we find besides the motivation of exploiting and making money? Wheth- 
er any other schemes are involved is something that should be further consider - 
ed and studied with a keen spirit of political vigilance. However, what is ob- 
vious is that they have opposed the policy of our system calling for building 
wholesome culture, literature and arts, openly violated the regulations about 
management of the printing and publishing sector, deliberately disregarded any 
prohibition by the state and published bad books to poison the minds of the young. 
What they have done is serious violation of law. Their crime is even more seri- 
ous than that of the speculators of material wealth, corrupt people or thiefs. 

We should add that they themselves have contributed to a major reason behind 
the thefts of state properties, particularly the materials necessary for printing. 

















An evidence wae the fact that at the time the illegal books were distributed in 
large quantities, the Joint State-Private Printing Enterprise No 4 had lost at 
the same time 12 reame of translucent paper of the 65 x 100 cm size (the cur- 
rent black market price of a ream is from 7,000 to 8,000 dong), 20 kilograme 
of printing ink and a photographic lens used in a plate printing press (the black 
market price is about 50,000 dong !). 


In the last few days, they seemed to have curbed their activities and resorted 
to doing less-than-open business. As the books that used to be displayed on the 
sidewalks of Le Loi Street have decreased, they now lie inside bags or hidden 
under canvas covers and are shown only occasionally to pedestrians. The bad 
books appear at school gates only between 0600 and just before 0700 hours, at 
the time cadres, workers and civil servants do not work yet or pase by there! 


The cultural ''microbes'' are very cunning. They know how to show up on the 
''market'' and how to hide. Our people must bring the entire pocket of microbes 
to the light of law and public opinion. They always fear light. Let all the peo- 
ple who are concerned about the future generations and want to live in the civi- 
lized order of law voice their opinion. Then the voice of law will be our com- 
mon voice.

EMBEZZLERS OF STATE PROPERTY TRIED, SENTENCED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Apr 81 p 4 
{[Article: "Hanoi Severely Punishes State Property Embezzlers") 


[Text] [VNA] The Hanoi People's Court held a session to try Nguyen Van Sinh and 
accomplices for using their official functions to steal state properties. 


The River Shipping Corporation of the Hanoi Communications and Transportation Service 
had ordered the lighter-tug boat H174 with Nguyen Van Sinh as skipper, Hoang Van Bai 
as deputy skipper, 11 crewmen and 7 policemen as escort personnel, to ship 600 tons 
of wheat from Hon Gai Port to the grain bureau of Son Tay City (Hanoi). But Sinh 
conspired with Bai and accomplices to steal some of the -*heat loaded on the barges 
for illegal sale to crooked merchants. Sinh was also instrumental in drawing the 
police escort unit into the crime. 


Sinh sold the stolen wheat--a total of more then 17 tons-——to crooked merchants and 
divided 15,250 dong among the group. Before the court, Sinh and accomplices confessed 
to their organized and premeditated embezzlement of state properties. 


The court sentenced Ngvyen Van Sinh to 20 years in jail; Hoang Van Bai, Nguyen Van Vinh 
(crewman) and Do Dinh To, chief of the police escort unit, to 12 years in jail. Other 
defendants have received from 18 months to 8 years in jail. The convicted criminals 
must refund to the state the market prices of the stolen wheat.

HANO] ENTERPRISES APPLY TECHNICAL INNOVATIONS

[Text] Hanoi VNA June 9--About 15,000 technical innovations have been 
introduced and applied at 108 local state enterprises in Hanoi over the 
past five years, saving the state nearly one million dong. 


This is the result of a movement initiated in 1980 calling on each engineer 
to sponsor a research subject and each worker to develop an innovation. 

The main objective of the movement is to make fuller use of local materials 
to replace imports, to design and produce machinery for the production of 
new kinds of goods, to increase work productivity and save raw materials. 


The movement has been carried out in very diversified forms with conferences 
to popularize innovations in each branch and to exchange experiences, 
seminars, exhibitions of innovations and contests of skills among engineering 
factories, demonstrations by skilled workers in the textile industry, etc. 


Over the past five years, the factories of the union of textile enterprises 
under the Ministry of Light Industry alone have developed 7,500 innovations 
and sponsored 284 research subjects. The Ham Rong Plastic Enterprise has 
used a kind of polyvinyl to prodvce 3 new kinds of toys for children, 
trebling ite productivity compared with the previous years. The Mai Dong 
Engineering Enterprise has designed a production chain for oxy-acetylene with 
a capacity of 400 tonnes per day. 


The Thong Nhat Rubber Enterprise has succeeded in sulphurising sponge rubber 
in the making of rubber sandals, boosting productivity fivefold. 


The "May 8" Textile Mill has produced enough shuttles for its own needs instead 
of relying on other factories, as in the past. 


Many enterprises have repaired or designed new machines for their own equipment. 
The Long Bien Engineering Plant has produced an air compressor codenamed 

2AD, 150, opening bright prospects for the manufacture of refrigerators of up 
to 1,000 tonnes.

NEW YOUTH ECONOMIC ZONE CHOOSES TEA AS MAIN CROP

{Text} In the past 10 years the Vinh Phu new youth economic sone--in which 14.6 
million dong has been invested, including 10.7 million for construction and installa- 
tion, nearly 3 million for equipment, and more than 700,000 for other construction 
expenses=-has never been in the black. For 6 years in a row it has lost money, as 
Little ae 3,935 dong and as much as more than 300,000 dong a year. 


By contrast, more than 1,300 laborers, mostly young, educated, and enthusiastic 
about work, are well organized. Many have spent their youth there, trying to make 
their dream--that of turning that mountainous and jungle-covered place into a model 
industrial-agricultural zone--come true. Was the loss caused by poor knowledge of 
economic management and disregard for science and technology? The lesson learned by 
the economic zone officials is that its production got off on a wrong foot. 


The youth economic sone stretches across 7 villages of Thanh Son District (Vinh Phu), 
covering 2,395 hectares, measuring 25 km long and 6 km wide. Farmland is fragmentized 
by hilly terrain with steep slopes and relatively flat hilltops. Eight percent of the 
land shows an inclination of less than 8 degrees, while 40 percent shows an inclination 
of from 9 to 15 degrees. According to investigations and analyses of the Institute 

of Soil Science, the land, climate, degree of humidity, rainfalls, and weather of 

the region respond favorably to perennial crops, especially tea plants. Nevertheless, 
banana was the first main crop, covering more than 330 hectares, mostly with varieties 
from the provinces of Hai Hung, Nam Ha, Thai Binh, Vinh Phu, etc. At first, the 
banana crop yielded some results. Clusters on some narrow plots reached 25-30 kg in 
weight, but on the whole crop development was uneven. After 1 year, the plants 
quickly lost vitality then died on contact with frost. Of the more than 1 million 
dong devoted to banana planting only 100,000 dong was salvaged. 


As a result, internal unity was on the rocks. Management work was lax, causing a 
decline in labor spirit. Hundreds of people wanted to leave the economic zone for 
the delta. 


Switching to another main crop--pineapple--the zone laborers destroyed all the banana 
planting areas and created hundreds of hectares of new land. The same problem 
popped up: the soil and weather were not proper for pineapple planting, in addition

to a lack of knowledge about how to grow new varieties of pineapples. Because: of 
poor road conditions in the mountainous region, much of the produce was affected by 
rot when it reached the consumers, The pineapple venture wound up with a loses of 
nearly 500,000 dong. 


Then wieing up to the use of natural conditions to boost economic efficiency, economic 
zone officials began to search for the right crop and to reorganize management work. 
The tea plant was chosen as the main crop. Pilot planting on a number of hectares 
yielded 10 tone per hectare for the cutting method and 6 tons per hectare for the 
sowing method. Fitting well the local soil and weather conditions, the tea plant 

is capable of vigorous growth, and does not require as much care as banana and pine~ 
apple do, It is easy to store and ship tea. Capitalizing on these findings, the 

new youth economic sone has planted 500 hectares of tea. Profit from tea planting 
has run into 375,218 dong, including 123,329 dong for 1980. In the coming years, 

tea planting there will reach 800 to 1,000 hectares. 


Associating production with processing, the zone has on its own, built a facility 
capable of processing 13.5 tons of green tea per day, and is planning another factory 
to process black tea. The outcome is still modest, but it is comforting to know that 
a correct production path has been found. The change in production has led to changes 
in management work. The practice of imposing unrealistic and incoherent plans on 
lower echelons has been scrapped. Now, plans are drawn up right at production unit 
levels, where they acquire authority and trustworthiness. There is no more room for 
continuous norm-adjusting attempts. Every people, every unit emulates to overfulfill 
the targets. These are brand new things at the youth economic zone. Technical 
management work has been strengthened. Production groups have their own programs, 
regulations, and economic and technical standards. The method of tea planting with 
cuttings was given a final review. Activities to improve farmland, to care for tea 
plants with mechanized equipment, and to eliminate wild grass with chemicals...have 
been generously carried out. Tea output has been increased. 


Labor management work has gradually become an established procedure. As of now, 322 
labor norms have been set for key jobs, and the piecework system with accrued bonus 
is being given workers who have surpassed the norms. Piece-wage eligibility also 
goes to individual laborers in planting groups. The management of supplies and 
products has been clearly regulated. The illogical use of supplies leading to theft 
and waste has been drastically reduced. 


The new youth economic zone is turning over a new leaf.

S) ATE GRAIN SECTOR STRIVES TO INCREASE PURCHASES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 22 Apr 61 p 1 


[Article: "Grain Sector Strives for 50 Percent Collection Increase Over Previous 
Year") 


{Text} The grain branch recently reviewed ite 1980 work, and discussed measures to 
promote ; roduction, to carry out socialist business methods, and to achieve for 1981 
a 5O percent increase in grain collection over the previous year. In 1980, notwith- 
standing natural calamities in a number of northern provinces, grain coilection had 
shown signu of improvement with 98.4 percent of planned collection delivered to the 
state granury. Improvement was noticeable in the Mekong Delta provinces, where grain 
collection topped the previous year's figure by more than 600,000 tons. 


The purchase of subsidiary food crops, although still limited, exceeded the 1979 total: 
the provinces south of Thuan Hai have more than 20,000 tons to their purchases while 
the provinces of Gia Lai-Kon Tum, Dong Nai, Tay Ninh, Son La and Vinh Phu have made 

an effort to purchase and process as much grain as possible. 


In 1980, grain sector, party and local administration officials applied correctly 
and creatively the new economic policies of the state and government to regional 
conditions, causing right at the beginning a favorable impact on both production and 
distribution. Determined to achieve progress, the party Central Committee and the 
government showed a centralized and firm leadership. Party and administration officials 
at all levels sent large groups of collectors to the villages at appropriate times, 
to collect resolutely tax and debts, to ensure compliance with two-way contracts, 

to follow a flexible pricing policy on purchases and sales, and to cc currently apply 
political-ideological, economic and administrative measures. During collection days, 
model cadres and party members mobilized the people enthusiastically to make their 
contribution. 


But, in general, last year's grain collection was still low in relation to production 
results and the country's needs. A number of provinces had a high average grain 

output but a disproportionately low collection input. The amount of subsidiary food 
crop purchases was less than 5 percent of gross output. The quality of grain delivered 
to the state granary was better but still short of requirements: paddy was not yet 
dry and clean. 
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In 1981, with more focus on socialist business methods the grain branch will strive 
to achieve a 50 percent increase over 1980 in grain purchases, to ensure grain 
distribution in accordance with policies and planes, and to achieve gradually control 
of the grain market, 


The grain branch will etrengthen state control over distribution, shipment, economic 
management and trade technique ae far as grain ie concerned with a view to developing 
rice and subsidiary food crop production, increasing gross grain output, and step 

by step meeting the consumer needs of society.

SOUTHERN PROVINCES OVERFULFILL AGRICULTURAL TAX GOALS

[Article: "Five Provinces, Cities, 41 Districte and Warde and 300 Villages in South 
Exceed LOth-Month Crop Agricultural Tax") 


{Text |) |VNA] As of 31 March, peasants in southern provinces and cities (south of 
Quang Nam-Da Nang) have paid in paddy more than 80 percent of their LOth-month crop 
agricultural tax--a 36 percent increase over the corresponding period of last year-- 
amounting to 51 percent of this year's tax norms. In particular, the Mekong Delta 
provinces have attained 79.2 percent of this year's tax-paddy norms. 


Cuu Long, Hau Giang, Tien Giang, Tay Ninh Provinces and Ho Chi Minh City have 
overfulfilled the lOth-month crop agricultural tax norms. The list includes Cuv 
Long Province with 91 percent of the year's target and Hau Giang with 86 percent. 
The latter has established a record by deliver to the state granary an amount 
of paddy equal to 20 percent of the whole region's tax-paddy already stored there. 
As of now, more than 300 southern villages have delivered more than 100 percent of 
their 1981 agricultural tax-paddy. Forty-one districts and wards in the Mekong 
Delta and the southeast have fulfilled their 1980 10th-month crop tax obligation. 


Party and administration officials have concentrated their efforts on agricultural 
tax collection, using it as an opportunity to build the party and etrengthen masse 
organizations and the administration. Many provinces have kept tabs on the planted 
acreage and volume of production, drawn up tax rolle, and launched campaigns for 
speedy tax-grain delivery, and for the implementation of the so-called “carpet rolling” 
technique, by which tax collectors move out of a village or district to another place 
only when they have completed their task there. Meanwhile, in some provinces the 
tax payment rate is still low. Due attention is not given to the collection of past 
debts. In other localities, irrationality and unevenness mar the purchase of paddy 
at high prices, the compliance with two-way contracts, and tax gathering activities. 
Besides, lax coordination between financial and grain branches in certain localities, 
protracted collection of agricultural tax, and delayed settlement are exerting an 
impact on the revenue-expenditures situation. The agricultural tax policy does not 
apply correctly to lands devoted to intensive farming, to cooperatives and production 
collectives, and to the earmarking of 10 percent of agricultural tax for the village 


budget. 


The provinces are now striving to fulfill their agricultural tax obligation for the 
L0th-month crop and for 1981.

ACTIVITIES OF GASOLINE AND OLL GENERAL DEPOT EVALUATED 
Ho Chi Minh City SAIGON GIAI PHONG in Vietnamese 27 Apr 81 pp 1, 4 


[Article by K.V.: ''Nha Be Gas and Oil General Depot Organizes Good Recep- 
tion and Supply of Gasoline and Oil" ] 


[Text] The emulation movement to encourage initiative at the Nha Be Gas and 
Oil General Depot has progressed well and favorably affected the reception and 
supply of fuels. That wae one of the outstanding achievements of the general de- 
pot in the last 5 years, as ite work wae evaluated by the conference to review 
the emulation movement on 24 April. 


With the spirit of handling deliveries quickly, fully and safely, in the last 5 years 
it received deliveries from ships 319 times, including ships whose capacities 
ranged from 25,000 to 30,000 tons, thus fulfilling 104. 64 percent of its plan. 
Twice it specifically handled ships of 50,000-ton capacity safely as they moved 
straight to Pier A to unload. It also received gas and oil for friendly units. Of 
the ships it handled, 91 exceeded the length of their scheduled stay and 77 were 
on schedule. 


However, reception encountered difficulties as the shipment sometimes was not 
of the right kind of products, sometimes too many ships came at the same time 
Or special handling was necessary because of contamination of some kinds of gas 
and oil. To resolve such problems the general depot had to know very well the 
shipments to arrive through advance notices and the storage capacities of its own 
facilities and those of enterprises and localities so as to adjust and divide the 
work among the units concerned to handle each ship completely. It also strength - 
ened its relations with the foreign trade and sea transportation sectors in order 
to handle the ships quickly and safely. It cleaned the storage tanks 383 times 

and replaced the pipes to properly accommodate different kinds of oil. 


In its supplying work, the general depot paid attention to management and thrift, 


did the mixing of furnace oil and other oils by iteelf, heated recycled oil and 
handled millions of liters of lubricating oil whose quality had been lowered. 
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To do ite receiving and supplying task properly it aleo paid attention to repairs 
and maintenance, such ae building new storage tanke and multipurpose pipes, 
repairing tank foundations, buoys for anchoring ships, etc. The movement to 
protect the socialist properties at the general depot hae been widely launched 

by strengthening the protecting force, providing ite workers with ideological 
education and adopting bylawe for transportation management and for doing busi- 
ness in gas and oil,

to find on a table next to a guitar a music book with these words on its cover: 
Anna -- The Young Music Pieces of '80."' I immediately opened it to read. 
From end to end it contains all foreign songs. Some songs have foreign lyrics; 
others have foreign words above and Vietnamese words below. What deserves 
attention is the fact that some songs bear horrible titles, such as "Nguoi Dan 
Ba Da Tinh'' (The Amorous Woman), ''Giet Tinh Toi Yeu'"' (Kill My Love), etc., 
and words that induce weakness, tears and madness. 


I asked my nephew, who is in Grade 12, where he bought the music book. He 
hesitatingly anewered that he had just borrowed it from his friend the day be- 
fore. I calmly explained to him the damage this kind of poisonous music could 
bring about. He tried to prove that he did not buy it, but he made no effort to 
prove that he objected to this kind of music. I then asked his mother who said 
that she did not know anything about the music book. , 


That incident made me think really hard. I wonder whether the Educational Ser- 
vice, schools, Youth Union and parents have been aware of this situation. 


At the present time, the book stalls in Thu Duc Market in particular and on the 
sidewalks of Saigon are displaying different kinds of dirty books and reactionary 
novels, such as ''Cai Chet Cua Nha Hoa Si Tai Danh"' (The Death of the Talented 
Painter), Uung Than Hoa Son" (The Demon of the Volcano), ''Tru Bat Gioi"' 
(Tru Bat Gioi), etc. 
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I carefully examined the covers and last pages to try to find the names of au- 
thors and locations of printing shops, but I found none! That fact made me 
think that thie ie an act that poisons the minds of children, a criminal act. 


I propose that the authoritative organs take vigorous measures to prosecute 
those who have committed a crime by publishing such harmful books.
